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ANNOUNCEMENT. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section 
2  of  an  Act  of  Congress  (Public  No.  40,  65th  Congress)  approved  August  10,  1917,

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS   OF  APPLES  AND  VEGETABLES. 

The  commercial  stocks  covered  by  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  for  which  information  is  here  presented  include  apples,  Irish 
potatoes,  sweet  potatoes  and  yams,  onions,  cabbage,  carrots,  and  turnips  and  rutabagas. 

The  estimated  total  stocks  of  these  commodities  in  commercial  channels,  assuming  that  the  quantities  reported  represent  from  85  to 
90  per  cent  of  the  total,  were  as  follows:  Apples,  37,000,000  bushels;  Irish  potatoes,  1,320,000,000  pounds;  sweet  potatoes  and  yams, 
38,000,000  pounds;  onions,  290,000,000  pounds;  cabbage,  93,000,000  pounds;  carrots,  50,000,000  pounds;  turnips  and  rutabagas, 
66,000,000  pounds. 

In  the  case  of  sweet  potatoes  and  yams  the  commercial  holdings  or.  the;  date  of  the  Survey  were  considerably  smaller  than  those  of 
one  year  earlier.  In  the  case  of  all  the  other  commodities  for  which  information  is  here  given,  the  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were 
larger  than  those  on  January  1,  1917,  the  increase  varying  from  1.6  per  cent  for  Irish  potatoes  to  68.9  per  cent  for  cabbage.  The  stocks 
of  these  commodities  on  the 'date  of  the  Survey  were  equal  to  the  following  percentages  of  those  on  January  1,  1917:  Apples,  113.0  per 
cent;  Irish  potatoes,  101.6  per  cent;  sweet  potatoes  and  yams,  80.2  per  cent;  onions,  164.8  per  cent;  cabbage,  168.9  per  cent;  carrots, 
162.2  per  cent;   turnips  and  rutabagas,  145.0  per  cent. 

Detailed  information  for  each  of  these  commodities  is  presented  in  the  following  pages. 


COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  APPLES. 

The  commercial  holdings  of  apples  reported  in  the  War  Emergency 
Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  31,858,9S2  bushels. 
Of  this  total  the  cold  storages  held  38.3  per  cent;  the  warehouses, 
3.2  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers.  39.7  per  cent;  and  the  retail 
dealers,  14.1  per  cent.  The  remainder,  amounting  to  4.7  per  cent, 
was  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns.  The  stocks  reported 
by  each  of  these  classes  of  business  concerns  are  given  in  the  first 
column  of  Table  1,  while  the  relative  holdings  of  the  different 
classes  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  1.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  apples  among  the 
several  geographic  divisions  and  states  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  3.  The  East  North  Central 
division,  it  may  be  noticed,  ranked  first  in  stocks  of  this  commodity, 
the  Middle  Atlantic  division  second,  the  Pacific  division  third,  and 
the  West  North  Central  division  fourth.  These  four  geographic 
divisions  together  reported  about  four-fifths  of  the  total  commercial 
stocks  of  apples  in  the  country.  Among  the  individual  states,  Illinois 
ranked  first,  New  York  second,  Washington  third,  and  California 
fourth.  The  stocks  of  apples  reported  are  represented  graphically 
by  geographic  divisions  in  Diagram  2,  and  for  the  eighteen  most 
important  states  in  Diagram  3.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  four-fifths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for 
January  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year 
reports  may  be  found  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  1.  These 
figures  indicate  that  the  stocks  of  apples  held  by  each  of  the  main 
classes  of  business  concerns  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  larger 
than  those  held  one  year  earlier.  While  the  retail  dealers  as  a  group 
show  an  increase  of  2.0  per  cent,  the  retail  grocers  and  the  class 
designated  "other  retail  dealers"  both  show  a  considerable  decrease, 
this  being  offset  by  an  increase  of  36.2  per  cent  in  the  stocks  of  the 
general  stores.  The  total  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were 
13.0  per  cent  larger  than  the  holdings  on  January  1,  1917.  Com- 
parative figures  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  for 
each  class  of  business,  in  Table  4,  and  the  relative  stocks  on  the 
two  dates  are  represented  in  graphic  form  for  the  principal  classes 
of  business  in  Diagram  4.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  IRISH  POTATOES. 

The  commercial  holdings  of  Irish  potatoes  reported  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  1,107.596.811  pounds.  Of 
this  total  the  warehouses  held  8.9  per  cent,  while  the  wholesale 
dealers  and  the  retail  dealers  held  46.9  per  cent  and  34.3  per  cent, 
respectively.  The  remainder,  amounting  to  9.9  per  cent,  was  held 
by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms.  The  stocks  reported  by  each 
of  these  classes  of  concerns  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  5, 
while  the  relative  quantities  reported  by  the  different  classes  are 
shown  graphically  in  Diagram  5. 

The  total  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  Irish 
potatoes  is  given  in  Table  6.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 
The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  holdings  of  Trish 
potatoes  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  is  shown  in  detail  in  Table  7. 
These  figures  indicate  that  the  East  North  Central  division  ranked 
first  in  stocks  of  this  commodity,  with  the  West  North  Central 
division  a  close  second.  These  two  divisions  together  reported 
nearly  one-half  of  the  total  commercial  stocks  of  Irish  potatoes  in 
the  entire  country.  Among  the  individual  states,  Minnesota  ranked 
first,  Wisconsin  second,  California  third,  Michigan  fourth,  and  New 
York  fifth.  In  the  two  states  first  mentioned  the  wholesale  dealers 
held  considerably  more  than  one-half  of  the  stocks  reported;  in 
the  other  states  enumerated  the  stocks  were  somewhat  more  evenly 
divided  among  the  different  classes  of  business  concerns.  The  stocks 
of  Irish  potatoes  reported  are  represented  graphically  by  geographic 
divisions  in  Diagram  6,  while  the  quantities  reported  for  the  eighteen 
most  important  states  are  shown  in  similar  form  in  Diagram  7.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Nearly  four-fifths  of  the  returns  for  Irish  potatoes,  based  on  the 
quantity  reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well 
as  for  the  date  of  the  Survey.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these 
two-year  reports  may  be  found  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  5. 
These  figures  indicate  that  the  stocks  on  hand  January  1,  1918, 
varied  but  little  from  the  stocks  held  one  year  earlier.  The  ware- 
houses, and  the  retail  dealers  as  a  group,  showed  slight  decreases 
in  stocks,  while  the  wholesale  dealers  as  a  group  and  the  miscella- 
neous class  reported  increases  of  nine-tenths  of  1  per  cent  and 
24.2  per  cent,  respectively.  As  in  the  case  of  apples,  some  of  the 
subdivisions  of  the  wholesale  and  retail  classes  show  changes  con- 
siderably at  variance  with  those  shown  by  the  main  classes.  The 
total  commercial  holdings  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  1.6  per  cent 
larger  than  those  on  January  1,  1917.  Comparative  figures  are 
given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  for  each  class  of  business 
concerns,  in  Table  8,  while  the  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  repre- 
sented graphically  for  each  of  the  more  important  classes  of  business 
in  Diagram  8.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  SWEET  POTATOES 

AND  YAMS. 

The  commercial  holdings  of  sweet  potatoes  and  yams,  as  reported 
in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  32,360,201 
pounds.  Of  this  total  the  warehouses  held  12.4  per  cent;  the 
wholesale  dealers,  47.5  per  cent;  and  the  retail  dealers,  27.8  per 
cent.  The  remainder,  amounting  to  12.3  per  cent  of  the  total,  was 
held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms.  The  stocks  reported  by 
the  different  classes  of  business  concerns  are  shown  in  the  first  column 
of  Table  9,  and  the  relative  quantities  reported  by  the  different 
classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  9. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  sweet  potatoes 
and  yams  is  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  10.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  holdings  of  sweet 
potatoes  and  yams  on  the  date  of  the  survey  is  given  in  Table  11. 
The  South  Atlantic  division,  it  may  be  noticed,  far  outranked  any 
other  division  in  the  quantity  of  this  commodity  reported.  Among 
the  individual  states,  New  Jersey  ranked  first  and  Delaware  second. 
Five  other  states,  namely,  Texas,  Idaho,  Maryland,  Georgia  and 
Illinois,  reported  considerable  stocks  of  sweet  potatoes  and  yams. 
The  stocks  reported  for  the  different  geographic  divisions  are  repre- 
sented in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  10,  and  those  reported  for  the 
eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  in  similar  form  in 
Diagram  11

About  seven-tenths  of  the  reports,  based  on  the  quantity  reported,  FOR  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917,  by 

gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918.  Important  Glasses  of  Business. 

Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  may  be  found  ' 
for  each  class  of  business,  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  9,  and 
also,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  in  Table  12.  The  figures 
indicate  that  the  stocks  of  this  commodity  were  considerably  smaller 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  on  January  1,  1917.  Only  the  ware- 
houses showed  an  increase  in  holdings.  The  total  commercial 
stocks  on  January  1,  1918,  were  equal  to  80.2  per  cent  of  those  on 
January  1,  1917.  The  relative  holdings  of  sweet  potatoes  and  yams 
on  the  two  dates  referred  to  are  represented  graphically  for  the 
three  principal  classes  of  firms  in  Diagram  12.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  ONIONS. 

The  stocks  of  onions  in  commercial  channels,  as  reported  in  the 
War  Emergency  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to 
252,304,117  pounds.  Of  these  stocks  the  wholesale  dealers  held 
155,914,671  pounds,  or  61.8  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  warehouses 
held  18.3  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  the  retail  dealers  16.4  per  cent. 
The  remainder,  amounting  to  3.5  per  cent,  was  held  by  a  miscella- 
neous group  of  firms.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes 
of  business  concerns,  as  well  as  by  several  subdivisions  of  the  main 
classes,  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  13.  The  relative 
quantities  reported  by  the  different  classes  are  represented  graphi- 
cally in  Diagram  13.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  commercial  holdings  of  onions  among  the 
several  geographic  divisions  and  states  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
is  shown  in  Table  15.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division  ranked  first 
in  stocks  reported,  with  the  East  North  Central  division  a  close 
second,  the  New  England  division  third,  the  Pacific  division  fourth, 
and  the  West  North  Central  division  fifth.  Among  the  individual 
states,  New  York  ranked  first  by  a  considerable  margin,  California 
ranked  second,  Massachusetts  third,  and  Ohio  fourth.  More  than 
four-fifths  of  the  stocks  reported  for  New  York  were  held  by  the 
wholesale  dealers,  while  in  the  case  of  California  nearly  two-thirds 
were  held  by  the  warehouses.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  different 
geographic  divisions  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  14,  and 
those  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown 
in  similar  form  in  Diagram  15.

Nearly  four-fifths  of  the  returns,  on  the  basis  of  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918. 
Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  may  be  found  in 
the  last  three  columns  of  Table  13.  The  figures  indicate  a  very 
material  increase  in  the  stocks  of  onions  reported  by  each  class  and 
subclass  of  business  concerns.  In  the  case  of  the  warehouses,  the 
stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  more  than  twice  as  large  as 
the  stocks  of  one  year  earlier.  The  total  holdings  on  January  1, 
1918,  were  64.8  per  cent  larger  than  those  on  January  1,  1917. 
Comparative  figures  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states 
in  Table  16,  and  the  relative  holdings  on  the  two  dates  referred  to 
are  shown  graphically  for  the  three  more  important  classes  of 
business  concerns  in  Diagram  16.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  CABBAGE. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  cabbage  reported  in  the  Food  Survey 
of  January  1,  1918.  amounted  to  80,740,611  pounds.  Of  this  total 
the  warehouses  held  7.0  per  cent,  while  the  wholesale  dealers  and 
the  retail  dealers  held  58.8  per  cent  and  21.4  per  cent,  respectively. 
The  remainder,  amounting  to  12.8  per  cent,  was  held  by  a  miscella- 
neous group  of  firms.  The  stocks  reported  for  each  class  of  business 
concerns  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  17,  while  the  relative 
holdings  of  the  main  classes  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  17. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  cabbage  is 
given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  18.

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Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  cabbage 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey  is  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  19. 
These  figures  indicate  that  more  than  seven-tenths  of  the  total 
stocks  for  the  entire  country  were  reported  from  the  Middle  Atlantic 
and  the  East  North  Central  divisions.  Among  the  individual 
states,  New  York  ranked  first,  Wisconsin  second,  Pennsylvania 
third,  and  Illinois  fourth. 

Nearly  three-fourths  of  the  reports  gave  information  for  January 
1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based 
on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  in  the  last  three  columns  of 
Table  17,  and  also,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  in  the  last 
two  columns  of  Table  19.  The  total  stocks  of  cabbage  reported 
for  January  1,  1918,  were  68.9  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  held 
by  the  same  firms  on  January  1,  1917.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  CARROTS. 

The  stocks  of  carrots  in  commercial  channels,  as  reported  in  the 
Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  43,850,591  pounds. 
Of  this  total  the  warehouses  held  28.8  per  cent;  the  wholesale 
dealers,  41.4  per  cent;  the  retail  dealers,  12.1  per  cent;  and  a  mis- 
cellaneous group  of  firms,  17.7  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  each 
of  these  classes  of  business  concerns  are  given  in  the  first  column  of 
Table  20,  while  the  relative  quantities  reported  by  the  different 
classes  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  18.

Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  carrots 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey  is  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  22. 
The  Middle  Atlantic  division,  it  may  be  noticed,  far  outranked  any 
other  division  in  stocks  of  this  commodity  reported;  in  fact,  nearly 
three-fifths  of  the  total  stocks  in  the  entire  country  were  reported 
from  this  division.  The  East  North  Central  division  ranked  second 
in  quantity  of  carrots  reported,  the  Pacific  division  third,  and 
the  New  England  division  fourth.  The  state  of  New  York  alone 
reported  more  than  one-half  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  carrots 
for  the  entire  country.  Illinois  ranked  second  among  the  individual 
states,  and  Pennsylvania  third. 

More  than  three-fourths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for 
January  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year 
reports  are  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  the  last  three  columns 
of  Table  20,  and  also  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last 
two  columns  of  Table  22.  These  figures  indicate  a  material  increase 
in  the  stocks  of  carrots  held  by  all  classes  of  business,  with  the 
exception  of  the  retail  dealers.  The  total  holdings  reported  for  the 
date  of  the  Survey  were  62.2  per  cent  larger  than  those  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1917.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  TURNIPS  AND 
RUTABAGAS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  turnips  and  rutabagas  reported  in  the 
Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  57,678.498  pounds. 
Of  these  stocks  the  warehouses  held  14.8  per  cent;  the  wholesale 
dealers,  44.7  per  cent;  the  retail  dealers,  23.8  per  cent;  and  a 
miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  16.7  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported 
by  each  of  these  classes  of  business  concerns  are  given  in  the  first 
column  of  Table  23,  while  the  relative  quantities  reported  by  the 
different  classes  are  represented  graphically  in   Diagram  19. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  this  com- 
modity is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  25.

Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  turnips 
and  rutabagas  is  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  24.  The  Middle 
Atlantic  division,  it  may  be  noticed,  ranked  first  in  quantity  reported, 
with  the  East  North  Central  division  a  close  second.  The  West 
North  Central  division  ranked  third,  and  the  New  England  division 
fourth.  Among  the  individual  states,  New  York  ranked  first,  Massa- 
chusetts second,  Illinois  third,  Pennsylvania  fourth,  and  Minnesota 
fifth. 

Nearly  three-fourths  of  the  reports,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for 
January  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year 
reports  are  given  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  23,  and  also, 
by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  in  Table  24.  The  figures  indicate 
that  there  was  a  material  increase  in  the  commercial  stocks  of 
turnips  and  rutabagas  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  as  compared  with 
the  stocks  of  one  year  earlier.  In  the  case  of  warehouses  the  hold- 
ings were  more  than  twice  as  large  as  on  the  earlier  date.  The  total 
stocks  on  January  1,  1918,  were  45.0  per  cent  larger  than  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1917.
